Friday was the last day of the 
open season on fur-bearing ani- 
masl in this state. 
For the purpose of disposing 
of hides he has legally acquired 
in the open season, the holder 
has fiv e days, or until February 
15 to get rid of them . After th a t 
date possession of freshly skin­ 
ned pelts is prim a facie ev idence 
they were taken in closed 
sea­ 
son and this will be introduced 
in 
court when 
v iolators 
are 
caught, according to George N. 
M annfeld, 
superintendent 
of 
fisheries and game for the con­ 
serv ation departm ent. 
Persons desiring to keep fur- 
bearing anim als in captiv ity for 
propagation purposes, may 
do 
so if the anim als are registered 
with the departm ent not later 
th an ten days after the 
open 
season closes. 
The first step 
to acquire 
a 
breeder’s certificate is to write 
the fish and game div ision 
for

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OUR PAVING POSSIBILITIES 
Paving activities w ithin the city of Rush- 
ville during the coming summer, are very favor­ 
able, in view of the fact that three projects are 
pending, and 
have escaped the 
rem onstrance 
stage. 
This is a very creditable thing, and will hot 
prove expensive for anyone, as the entire tow n­ 
ship will share in the paym ent, and highways 
now are used and enjoyed by everyone in the 
township, and 
not 
limited to 
just the town 
citizens. 
In this connection, the city itself 
should 
give some consideration for a paving plan, sim i­ 
lar to the one used by the city of Greensburg. 
Instead of burdening the property owners along 
a certain street for paving, the city of G reens­ 
burg makes a general assessment or levy against 
the entire city. 


This is along the same lines as the township 
project. 
When a street is paved there is always 
someone owning property along the street who 
can’t afford to pay the bill, and as everyone uses 
the streets, it is only a fair and just m ethod to 
make a general 
assessment and set 
aside so 
much each year for street paving, and no one 
would be pinched in paying the bill, and every­ 
one would directly be benefitted. 
This general levy plan for city street build­ 
ing is a good one, and should be investigated 
more thoroughly. 


T hat is not because we have more people, or 
less transportation facilities. 
“In some cities,” he rem arks, “there are far 
more taxicabs than are needed. If half of them 
were removed, there would be better service for 
the rem ainder.” 
Everybody knows how it is w ith automobiles 
and trucks. 
There are so m any of them tha t 
they get in each others’ way. 
We are so well 
provided with vehicles tha t they get themselves 
all clogged up. 
The remedy implied by this English critic is 
not feasible. 
People won’t take their autos and 
trucks and busses and street cars off the streets 
The only 
thing to do is to make the 
streets 
wider, and so arrange tha t traffic flows into and 
out of them smoothly, with m ain truck tho r­ 
oughfares where such thoroughfares ought to be. 
Traffic regulation is merely dealing with 
symptoms. 
It’s an engineering problem. 


MORE ENFORCENT IS NEEDED 
Even in the face of the government obtain­ 
ing additional appropriations annually for the 
enforcem ent of prohibition, drunkenness is in ­ 
creasing in the 
United 
States 
by leaps and 
bounds each year, according to the M oderation 
League which announces its survey since 1924. 
If the United States is to enjoy the prohibi­ 
tion of liquor in this country, then there is cause 
no doubt for extra effort on the part of m any to 
assist in holding down the increase tha t is tabu­ 
lated each year. 
Agencies from the 
smallest 
division, up to the highest in the country should 
put forth a little more effort and aid in stam p­ 
ing out the curse of drunkenness. 
Statistics presented by the League as having 
been obtained 
from police 
authorities in 403 
communities showed 531,574 arrests for drunken­ 
ness in 1914. 
In 1920, the first year of United 
States prohibition, the arrests are stated to have 
num bered 237,102. 
From tha t figure the num ber 
steadily has increased, the League said, as 
follows: 
1921—321,196 ; 
1922—429,886 ; 
1923—506,104 ; 
1924—521,474; 1925—540,151; 1926—559,074. 
In considering these figures, it m ust be re­ 
membered that they are not official in the sense 
tha t they have been tabulated by a government 
organization, and further tha t the Anti-Saloon 
League would offer equally convincing argum ents 
as to this country’s com parative dryness. 


THRIFT DEFINED 
T hrift should not be confused with m iserli­ 
ness. 
T hrift is merely the valuable quality of 
being able to spend money wisely and well, not 
foolishly. 
Wise investm ents make 
for sound 
business, and greater business. 
Wise spending 
makes for better products in all lines, and in ­ 
creased production. 
The miser is one who dis­ 
likes spending money no * m atter how worthily. 
He is one of the greatest enemies of progress. 
The am ount of money tha t is hidden in a 
sock under the floorboard, or buried in the back­ 
yard is growing less. 
Instead, it is deposited in 
banks, and circulating in order to produce m any 
times its face value.

Young people of today

Here is one example, furnish­ 
ed by Sir Harry Lauder, who has 
attained unusual success as an

The way was­ 
n ’t easy. W riting the story 
of 
his life in the Saturday Evening 
Post, Sir H arry tells of some of 
the trials of his boyhood. When 
the boy was but little more than 
12, his father, who had been a 
worker at a modest wage, died. 
There were left the m other and 
seven children, of which Harry 
was the oldest. W ith the excep­ 
tion of w hat his m other could 
do at odd jobs, such as washnig 
and keeping the children of fa ­ 
milies, 
H arry 
was 
the 
sole 
breadw inner of the large fam ­ 
ily. 
He could secure 
only 
half- 
time work in a flax mill, on ac­ 
count of his age. His pay was 
less than 
three 
shillings 
a 
week. He and his 
m other, 
to 
piece out their 
combined 
in ­ 
come, had 
to sit 
up latd 
at 
night, teasing **a hundredw eight 
of old. ropes and string, ship’s 
rigging and so on, into tow ” for 
use in m aking canvas and other 


articels. ‘ Both her fingers 
and 
mine were often .bleeding,” the 
story goes, 
"and 
m any 
and 
m any a tim e I cried w ith the 
pain and the awful monotony 
of the job.” 
But worse things were ahead. 
The boy secured work in a coal 
mine, at a promise of ten shill­ 
ings a week. The outlook seem ­ 
ed brighter; the m other, Harry 
and the other children were en­ 
couraged. But at the end of the 
first week, the 
older 
working 
companion of the boy drew the 
pay of both 
and 
disappeared 
with all the money. 
I cried myself to sleep 
tha t 
Saturday night. My first week’s 
work in the damp, dark depths 
of the mine had left me sore in 
every limb and muscle of my 
body. And to be done out of my 
week’s wages, to v/hich 
I had 
been looking forward with fe­ 
verish eagerness, was the 
last 
straw. My m other sat on the 
edge of my bed and cried with 
me. 
I was 
a broken-hearted 
laddie. 
But tha t disaster, like others, 
was overcome. The boy was in ­ 
dustrious, honest and ambitious. 
After years of hard labor in the 
mines and after repeated trials 
at singing and entertaining po­ 
pular audiences, some of which, 
too, 
were 
disastrous, 
success 
gradually came. It is the stuff 
inside a youth, not his 
oppor­ 
tunity tha t counts.

now are used and enjoyed by everyone in the 
township, and not limited to just the town 
Citizens. 


In this connection, the city itself 
should 


give some consideration for a paving plan, simi- 
lar to the one used by the city of Oreensburg. 
Instead of burdening the property owners ,atong 
a certain street for paving, the city of Greens- 
burg makes a general assessment or levy against 
the entire city. 


This is along the same lines as the township 


project. 
When a street is paved there is always 


someone owning property along the street who 
can1; afford to pay the bill, and as everyone uses 
the streets, it is only a fair and just method to 
make a general assessment and set aside so 
much each year for street paving, and no one 
would be pinched in paying the bill, and every- 
one would directly be benefltted. 


This genera! levy plan for city street build- 


ing is a good one, and should be investigated 
more thoroughly. 


That is not because we have more people, or 


less transportation facilities.

Even in the face of the government obtain- 


ing additional appropriations annually for the 
enforcement of prohibition, drunkenness is in- 
creasing in the United States by leaps and 
bounds each year, according to the Moderation 
League which announces its survey since 1924. 


If the United Slates is to enjoy the prohibi- 


tion of liquor in thia country, then there is cause 
'no doubt for extra effort on the part of many to 
assist in holding down the increase that is tabu- 
lated each year. 
Agencies from the smallest 


division, up to the highest in the country should 
put forth a little more effort and aid in stamp- 
ing out the curse of drunkenness. 


Statistics presented by the League as having 


been obtained 
from police authorities in 403 


communities showed 531,574 arrests for drunken- 
ness in 1914. In 1920, the first year of United 
States prohibition, the arrests are stated to have 
numbered 237,102. From that figure the number 
steadily has increased, the League said, as 
follows: 


1921—321.196: 
1922—429,886; 
1923—506,104; 


1924—521,474; 1925—540,151; 1928—559,074. 


In considering these figures, it must be re- 


membered that they are not official in the sense 
that they have been tabulated by a government 
organization, and further that the Anti-Saloon 
League would offer equally convincing arguments 
as to this country's comparative dryness.

HAVING A HARD TIME?

Young people of today who 


think they have a hard time 
and little chance usually can

come, had to sit up laid at 
night, teasing -a hundredweight 
of old- ropes and string, ship's 
rigging and so on, into tow" for 
use in making canvas and other 


articels. -Both her fingers and 
mine were of ten, bleeding," the 
story goes, 
"and 
many and 


many a time I cried with the 
pain and the awful monotony 
of the job." 


But worse things were ahead. 


The boy secured work in a coal 
mine, at a promise of ten shill- 
ings a week. The outlook seem- 
ed brighter; the mother, Harry 
and the other children were en- 
couraged. But at the end of the 
first week, the 
older working 


companion pf the boy drew the 
pay of both and 
disappeared 


with all the money. 


I cried myself to sleep that 


Saturday night. My first week's 
work in the damp, dark depths 
of the mine had left me sore in 
every limb and muscle of my 
body. And to be done out of my 
week's wages, to which I had 
been looking forward with fe- 
verish eagerness., was the. last 
straw. My mother sat on the 
edge of my bed and cried with 
me. I was a broken-hearted 
laddie. 


But that disaster, like others, 


was overcome. The boy was .in- 
dustrious, honest and ambitious. 
After'years of hard labor in the. 
mines and after repeated trials 
at singing and entertaining po- 
pular audiences, some of which, 
too, were disastrous, success 
gradually came. It is the stuff 
inside a youth, not his oppor- 
tunity that counts.
